Andrews also alleged that Finley told him the SCLC has plates

checks drawn on ane lectrical concern in Nebraska, which they intended to 
cash in Nebraska. Purpose of these activities was to conceal shortages in 
SCLC accounts and to pay off civil rights workers.

OBSERVATIONS:

Investigation of the allegations made by Andrews concerning the 
theft and sale of automobiles to SCLC appears to be accurate. According 
to Andrews, the SCLC also possesses 13 more automobiles, the origin and 
identities of which are unknown. Atlanta has determined that two additional 
automobiles in possession of SCLC employees could be stolen since both 
have license plates which are not assigned to these cars, — to 
records of the Georgia Motor Vehicle Bureau. 


Our investigation is directed toward obtaining a prosecutable ee 
case involving all participants in this matter. Hosea Williams, is the 
Director of Voter Registration, SCLC, and in view of his high Hosition, 
any prosecutive action taken against him would result in considerable 
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publicity and would focus attention on the activities of the SCLC. The 
Atlanta Office is intensifying its efforts to locate the fourth automobile, 
which is believed to be in the possession of Williams. If Williams 
observed in this automobile, simultaneous interviews will be conducted 
with Williams, Finley, Cabe and Hankerson. 
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This matter is receiving preferred investigative attention 
and the Ailanta Office will keep the Bureau advised of all developments.

The Savannah Office has submitted a report setting forth in detail 
all of the evidence obtained in this case to date.

As young people in the forces struggling for democracy, we shall 
actively strive to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist ae 
elemerts and to achieve complete freedom and democracy for all‘ 
Awericans, thus enabling each individual to freely choose and 
build the society he would wish to live in. Through these : 
struggles we feel the American people will realize the viability 


of the socialist alternatives."

Andrews states this operation was 
instituted by Hosea Williams, Director of Voter Registration, SCLC, Morris 


Finley, an associate of Williams, and one Charles Mize, who originally 
contacted Andrews and arranged for Andrews to steal the automobiles. 


The results of our investigation were furnished to U. 8. Attorney Goods} 
Atlanta, Georgia, where Williams, Finley and Mize reside. Goodson felt 
there was sufficient evidence available to issue Interstate Transportation of 
Motor Vehicle - Conspiracy process for all subjects. He contacted the 
Department prior to authorizing and was told that the Department felt there wae 
insufficient evidence at this time to sustain a conviction of Williams. 
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The Department has been furnished a report containing details of this 
operation and all facets of the case have been discussed with Carl Belcher, 
Chief, Criminal Section of the Department. Belcher pointed out that the case 
against Williams is based upon statements made by Williams to Andrews and 
on statements made by Finley in a telephone conversation with Andrews during 
which Finley implicates Williams. Andrews' phone call to Finley was monitored

The October 27, 1965, edition of the Mobile Press, 
a daily Mobile, Alabama, newspaper, carried an article report- 
ing that Hayneville, Alabama, will he the anvil on which Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. would forge the third of his big 
civil rights levers. The lever this time is double edged, 
calling for a reorganization of the jury system and making 
Federal cases Of civil rights killings. The drive to accom- 
plish it was in the planning stage. Demonstrations would 
start sometime in November. Tne demonstrations would coin- 
cide with the hearing of Federal Court suits designed to 
accomplish by law what King seeks to achieve by demonstration. 
The law sought by King would forbid "systematic exclusion" 
of Negroes from the lists of prospective jurors and would 
require counties with such lists at present to remove 411 
names from the jury box and refill them with a proportionate 
representation of Negroes. He also desires the law taking 
civil rights slayings out cf State Courts which he claims 
"have abdicated their right" to try them because of "26 
straight murder cases connected with civil rights in which 
there have been no convictions," 


The Mobile Press edition of October 29, 1965, 
carried an article reporting that Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. sounded a call for a strategy meeting of all civil rights 
and religious groups whose personnel have been "victimized 
by recent tragedies in the South." A conference to draw up 
plans for new demonstrations seeking Federal intervention in 
racial trials was scheduled for noon in Brown's Chapel AME 
Church on October 29, 1965. The news release reports that 
Hayneville, Alabama, had been designated as the target of a 
neu civil rights campaign and that Selma, Alabama, was the 
"logical choice" as a staging area because it is the site of 
SCLC Alabama headquarters and, along with Montgomery, Alabama, 
the nearest big town from which demonstrators can commute to 


Hayneville.

Bureau Agents observed a Negro strategy meeting 

held October 29, 1965, at Browns Chapel AME Church, Selma, 
Alabama, which commenced at 12:20 p.m., CST, and terminated 

at 4:00 p.m., CST. There were about 50 persons in attendance. 
SCLC representatives from Atlanta, Andrew Young, Ralph 
Blackwell and Hosea Williams, announced that the meeting was 
for the purpose of exchanging ideas concerning future demon- 
strations in Alabama. Andrew Young stated that demonstrations 
would be staged in those Alabama cities where civil rights 
workers have been murdered. The purpose of the demonstrations 
would be to inform Congress of their desire for additional 
Federal legislation to protect civil rights workers. Finalized 
plans would be released from SCLC, Atlanta, in the future 
It was noted that City, County and State officers observed 

the meeting. There were no incidents.
